We published, in the last two 
issues of the Sworp, two articles 
on “Why Our Churches Do Not 
Win Souls.” First we lamented 
that soul winning ig not the prin- 
cipal aim and activity of the 
churches, generally, and second, 
we showed that the preaching in 
most of our churches is not the 
kind to win souls and to make 
soul winners. 

Now we wish to show that, THE 
DOCTRINAL EMPHASIS IN 
MOST CHURCHES IS NOT CON- 
DUCIVE TO SOUL WINNING. 

Some people say, “It doesn’t 
matter what you believe, just so 
you are sincere.’ Other people say, 
“It doesn’t matter what you be- 
lieve, just so you live right.’”’ Both 
are wrong—foolishly, unscriptural- 
ly, childishly wrong! In Archer 
City, Texas, a woman sincerely 
believed she was giving her baby 
a drink of water, But it was gas- 
oline and the baby died. I was 
present at the funeral. The mother 
was inconsolable. She was sincere, 
but it certainly mattered what she 
believed! Beware of anybody who 
runs down creeds! The word 
“creed” comes from the Latin 
word “credo,” .which means “I be- 
lieve.” People who do not like 
creeds are the ones who are not 
willing to confess their faith. In- 
fidel teachers who do not believe 
the Bible but who want their sala- 
ry furnished by Bible-believing 


Doctrine 


Christians never believe in creeds. 
Hypocritical denominational lead- 
ers who want to keep their fat 
jobs, when they do not believe the 
great fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith, often speak disparaging- 
ly of creeds and of statements of 
faith. They say that just so people 
are loyal to their Baptist denomi- 
nation or their Methodist denomi- 
nation, and give their money to 
support the unconverted infidels in 
denominational positions, doctrinal 
convictions do not matter. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
What people believe determines 
what they are and what they do. 

Hence, when churches and pas- 
tors are wrong on fundamental 
doctrines, or even wrong on the 
emphasis they give to essential 
doctrines, it hinders soul winning. 
Many of our churches win no souls 
and others win few, because they 
are wrong in their doctrinal em- 
phasis.

The people who gathered about Jesus understood Him 
to claim that He was the Son of God in such a sense as others 
are not sons of God. They understood His claim to. be the 
highest possible claim, that of full and proper deity. Suca 
an unusual claim could not be accepted without unusual evi- 
dence and Jesus offered them this unusual evidence. 


First, He offered them the testi- 
mony of John the Baptist. There 
were doubtless those standing by 
who had heard John preach and 
knew the grip of the words of 
that mighty prophet by personal 
_experience. Those who had not 
heard John personally knew many 
who had heard him, and there 
was a universal conviction that 
John was a prophet sent from God. 
But the climax of John’s minis- 
try was not in his call to repen- 
tance. Nor yet in his demand that 
men should be baptized with water 
as evidence of their radical and 
permanent change of thought and 
conduct. Rather, the climax came 
that day when he pointed out 
Jesus to His disciples and cried, 
“Behold the Lamb of God _ that 
taketh away the sin of the world!” 

John was greater than all the 
prophets in that he prophesied the 


coming of Christ and then lived to 
see his prophecies fulfilled, and to 
himself initiate the Messiah into 
His office, and to furnish to Him 
His first disciples. So Jesus turn- 
ed to John, and said to the peo- 
but 
John spoke of me.” John’s testi- 


ple, “Ye believe John... 


mony was so clear and unequivo- 
cal that one could not hold to 
John and not also hold to Christ, 
and Jesus pointed out this fact 
to those who gathered about Him. 


In the second place, Jesus of- 
fered the testimony of His own 
miraculous works, Satan and wick- 
ed men can work “lying wonders,” 
but true miracles must always be 
such works as none but God can 
do, and they must be done for 
the purpose of proving some mes- 
senger as divinely sent or some 
message as divinely given. Oth- 
ers have done miracles in anoth- 
er’s name. But Jesus did His mira- 
cles to prove His claim that He 


works testifed truly that it was 
so. 


It was not necessary that He 
should point out one work or enu- 
merate many. Those who gathered 
about knew too well of the nature 
of the works which He performed 
to need further evidence on this 
point. The blind had been made to 
see. The deaf had been made to 


hear. Lepers had been cleansed, 


| 


was the Son of God, and His’ 


and even the dead had been rais- 
ed to life again. And all the time 
He was doing these mighty works 
He was telling the people He was 
the Son of God, and they must 
either deny His works or ac- 
knowledge His claims. 

In the third place, He offered 
them the Father’s own testimony. 
In the presence of the multitude 
that day when He was baptized 
of John the Spirit in the form of a 
dove descended upon Him, and the 
Father’s voice from Heaven an- 
nounced, “This is my beloved Son 
in whom I am well pleased.” These 
occurrences were so recent that 
they had not yet been disputed. 
But Jesus claimed this testimony 
to His deity and drove home to 
the hearts of His hearers the fact 
that His high claims were sub- 
stantiated by the highest author- 
ity. 

In the fourth place, Jesus offer- 
ed the testimony of the Holy Scrip- 
tures in support of His high claims. 
“Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of 
me.” The people who listened to 
Him that day had access to the 
Old Testament Scriptures and 
upon the truths found therein they 
based their faith for acceptance 
with God, and their hope for 
eternal life. But Jesus is so identi- 
fied with the Scriptures that one 
must accept Him if he accepts 
the Scriptures, and he must re- 
ject the Scriptures if he rejects

From Canada comes a question 
many others, doubtless, have ask- 
ed. “Why don’t evangelists and 
ministers and leading Christians in 
Canada and the United States be- 
come electricians, carpenters, and 
auch, and earn some of their own 
money? For right now it seems 
strange that God’s leading workers 
must have money given to them.” 

There is a very interesting and 
valuable Bible answer to this ques- 
tion which we give here. 


Sometimes Preachers Should 
Earn Their Own Living 

Paul was a pioneer missionary 
and evangelist. Often he went to 
utterly heathen places where there 
were no Christians to support his 
work. At Ephesus, after he had 
spent three years and built a great 
work for God with hundreds, and 
perhaps thousands saved, he re- 
turned later and said to the elders 
of the church there: 

“T have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. Yea, ye your- 
selves know, that these hands have 
ministered unto my necessities, 
and to them that were with me. 
I have shewed you all things, how 


that so labouring ye ought to sup- | 


port the weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how 
he said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.’—Acts 20:33-35. 

Paul, at Ephesus, labored with 
his hands to provide for his own 
needs and for the needs of his 
workers who were with him. He 
may have had some support, but 
certainly he earned part of his 
own support, 

When Paul went first to Cor- 
inth, he stayed in the home of 
“a certain Jew named Aquila, born 
in Pontus, lately come from Italy, 
with his wife Priscilla.” We are 


told, “And because he was of the | 


same craft, he abode with them, 
and wrought: for by their occupa- 
tion they were tentmakers” (Acts 
18:2, 3). He lived with Aquila 
and Priscilla and worked with 
them at tentmaking. And while he 
worked with them, “he reasoned

week. Later, Silas and Timothy 
came. Others sent support, and 
Paul preached full time there. And 
later, when writing to the Corinth- 
ians, Paul rebukes them, saying, 
“I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 
And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable to 
no man: for that which was lack- 
ing to me the brethren which came 
from Macedonia supplied: and in 
all things I have kept myself from 
being burdensome unto you, and 
so will I keep myself” (II Cor. 11: 
8, 9). 

Silas and Timothy, coming from 
other churches, brought with them 
enough gifts that Paul could spend 
‘full time in the work and quit the 
| tentmaking. 
| $So every Christian worker ought 
'to be willing to do whatever is 
'necessary to pay honest bills and 
i'support his family. 

When I attended Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, I 
preached in the city rescue mis- 
sion, preached on the street, 
preached regularly in the Tarrant 
County jails at Fort Worth, 
preached in country churches, held 
revivals in school houses. But 
}meantime I worked much of the 

time at 30c an hour to pay my 
/'way and support my wife and my 
‘baby. When full-time work for God 
‘came I left off secular work. But 
I would preach the Gospel even

“Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel.” 


One who sows spiritual bless- 
ings in the hearts of the people 
should fairly and properly reap 
carnal, material blessings from 
those they teach and help, God 
says. 


Thus we must accept it as a 
divinely appointed plan that those 
who work full time in the Lord’s 
work ought to be provided for by 
those to whom they minister. In 
Galatians 6:6, we are plainly com- 
manded, “Let him that is taught in 
the word communicate /[share| 
unto him that teacheth in all good 
things.”” One who teaches and 
preaches the Gospel as a full-time, 
all-out business, should be sup- 
ported by the Gospel. Those who 
are taught and blessed by the 
‘preaching and teaching. should 
share material things, share fi- 
nancially with the one who does 
the teaching. 

This Scripture indicates not 
simply that the tithe belongs to 
the church, but that the Chris- 


tian should use God’s money to

and more that He led me to give 
up all regular salary, and led me 
to give up my life insurance, led 
me to trust Him day by day with 
no money saved back, no plans 
made for retirement or pension, or 
the proverbial “rainy day.” How 
sweet it has been to know that I 
was never depending on men, but 
on God! Haw bold it has made me 
in my preaching, and how bold in 
my prayers! And oh, what praises 
God has put in this heart because of 
His wonderful answers to prayer 
and His ptovision for my needs and 
the needs of my family! It would 
have been a tremendous loss for 


me to miss the joy of living on 
just what God would put on peo- 
ple’s hearts to give me to support 
my work and family. 

Again, I have been able to 
preach the Gospel, working day 
and night—ten, twelve, fifteen 
hours a day—without any thought 
of making money. I preach, write, | 
make radio broadcasts, prepare 
gospel films, arrange revival cam- 
paigns, edit THE SWORD OF THE 
LorpD, write sermons, books, and 
pamphlets, and yet I never get my 
work done. If I should try to make 
money at any secular enterprise, 
it would take precious time, time 
that I cannot spare from God's 
work. It would take some heart 
interest. It would tear me away 


from the constant burden for 
souls, the constant prayer for the, 
power of God, the constant study | 
of His Word and the preaching of 
His Gospel. The blessed and holy 
business of getting out the Gos- 
pel deserves all the time and ener- 
ey that any preacher can give to 
it. Then if God permits us to have 
support, so we can spend all our 
time with the Lord’s business, we 
ought most eagerly to give the 
whole time to getting out the 
Gospel. Like Paul who, as soon as 
help came.to him brought by 
Timothy and Silas to Corinth, left 
off his tentmaking and was sup- 
ported by the gifts of others, so 
I, as soon as God gave the barest 
necessities of life, left off all 
secular work to get out the Gos- 
pel. And so every preacher ought 
to gladly do. 


Those few preachers I have 
known who have dabbled in busi- 
ness with one hand and in the 
Lord’s work with the other have 
not been very successful, In the 
first place, they are not much 
preachers, because they could not 
vive all their time to the matter 


then Paul adds, “But I have used 
none of these things: neither have 
I written these things, that it 
should be so done unto me: for it 
were better for me to die, than 
that any man should make my 
glorying void” (I Cor. 9:15). Paul 
had a right to demand the support 
of God's people, but he did not de- 
mand it, He taught them what was 
right, but he did not insist upon 
it for himself, because he was de- 
termined that the Gospel must be 
freely preached, and that no one 
should think he was hired. He 
was concerned “that ...I may

In Its True Light 


When you confess sin, you must 
confess it in its true light. When- 
ever I go to make a thing right, 
I must go and say, “I am wrong.” 
When you come to that point the 
first temptation is to put your sin 
in a better light than it is. If 
you and I die with unconfessed 
sin, we will have to meet it at 
the judgment seat of Christ. This 
is not a matter of salvation, but of 
rewards. There our whole lives 
will come to review before God and 
everything that has not been 
brought under the blood of Christ 
will be judged; and at the judg- 
ment seat of Christ, in the light 
of Heaven, our sins will appear 
just as they are. : 

During a revival recently, a 
man prayed, “Lord, is there any- 
thing in my life that is not right?”

With amazing rapidity the word 
spread, “Christ is risen!” 
Thomas was wandering alone, 
groveling in the dust of despair. 
Skepticism is crushing, indeed. 
You remember when God 
promised Sarah that she would 
become the ancestress of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, Sarah laughed in 
the face of God because she did 
not believe it. And when the Lord 
denounced her skepticism, she de- 
nied it and said, “I did not laugh.” 


And then, with firmness, God 
said, “But thou didst laugh.” And 
the laugh of skepticism down 


through the centuries is only the 
echo of Sarah’s laughter. 

(God condemns unbelief wherever 
He finds it. God says He will ac- 
complish a thing and men say it 
cannot be done.

“And it was night.” Yes, for 


those who travel the pathway of 
sin there is an engulfing pall of 
night. that isolates them from all 
good and true fellowship. Sin al- 
ways has been darkness. Sin al- 
ways will be darkness: Sin is 
darkness now. Yes, Judas was 
lonely because of his sin. 

You remember the tragic story 
of the demoniac of Gadara who 
had his dwellings among the 
tombs. Through the long hours of 
the night he roamed the mountains 
the tombs— isolated 
from humanity because of sin. 

You will recall that in the Book 
of Leviticus we learn of the anci- 
ent laws concerning leprosy. In 
Old Testament times a man plagu- 
ed with this hideous disease, which 
we all know is a type of sin, if 
approached by a fellow country- 
man was ordered by the law to 
cry out in a loud voice? “Un- 
clean, unclean.” And in Leviticus 
13:46 we read: 


“All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be de- 
filed; he is unclean: he shall dwell 
alone; without the camp shall his 
habitation be.” 


Here we learn once again of 
the loneliness of sin. 

In Hosea 4:17, God said, “Eph- 
raim is joined to idols; let*him a- 
lone.”” Here again we find the lone- 
liness of sin, 

I confronted a lonely unbeliever 
last Sunday night. He had attend- 
ed our service and after greeting 
the people, I glimpsed him stand- 
ing apart from the throng of joy- 
ful Christians here on Fifty-sev- 
enth Street. 

As I walked over to greet him, 
I saw the cynical sneer upon his 
face and the cigarette drooping 
foolishly from his lip. Almost at 
I knew that I was meeting 
a lonely man. His poor heart had 
been pierced time and time again 
by sharp interrogation points. In 
very plain language, he voiced his 
doubts to me, explaining that he 
had some sins he greatly enjoyed

But 
of the Bible Jesus said, “The 
scriptures cannot be broken.” And, 
so, our theme is Christ and the 
Bible. ; 

We have in the Bible the most 
remarkable book in the world. It 
is so outstanding, in fact, that 
it is very properly called “The 
Book.” And although as in the 
days of Solomon, “Of the mak- 
ing of books there is no end,” yet

by itself, and men know what book 
we mean when we speak of “The 
Book,” just as they know what 
sun is 
tion “the sun,” even though there 
are millions of suns in the uni- 
verse. In fact, the Bible has been 
likened to the sun. 

An untutored woman sat read- 
ing her Bible when a learned skep- 
tic came along and _ inquired, 
“What is that you are reading?” 

The woman answered, “It is the 
Word of God.” 

“Who told you it is the Word of 
God?” 

“God told me.” 

“And how did God tell you 
that?” - 

The woman was quiet for a 
moment and then looking up to- 
ward the brilliant sun, she in- 
quired, “What is that?” 

‘It is the sun,” the skeptic re- 
plied. 


“Who told you it is the sun?” | 
“No one need tell me that. It. 


tells me itself. I know it is the 
sun for it gives me life and 
light and heat and happiness.” 


“And that is how God told me 
this is His Word. It also gives me 
life and light and heat and happi- 
ness. It is its own witness.” 


Our Bible is very divine, and 
yet very human, It reveals the 
thoughts of God in the language of 
men, Its truths are the most sub- 
lime, but its language is the sim- 


plest and fullest. It has to possess | 


these two qualities to be of use 
to us. If its language were the 


language of angels, we could not) 


know its meaning, and if its truths 
were only such as relate to things 
material and transient we would 
not be benefited, even if we did 


understand. So like our Lord, this. 


Book combines the human and the 
divine in proper proportions to 
serve the purpose for which it 
was given. 


The Amazing Unity of 
the Bible 


This Bible is remarkable for 
both its variety and its unity. As 
we have it here, there are two 
general divisions, the Old Testa- 
ment and the New Testament. But 
these two are one. The New Testa- 
ment is concealed in the Old 
Testament, and the Old Testa- 
ment is revealed in the New Testa- 
ment. The Old Testament is like 
the swelling bud: the New Testa- 
ment is like the full blown flower. 
Those who try to read the Old 
Testament without the New Testa- 
ment read with a veil upon their 
eyes and hearts. Those who read 
the New Testament without read- 
ing the Old Testament are like 
those who try to build a house 
Without giving attention to the 
foundation, And the Bible is its 
own best commentary. To know 
all the Bible says on a _ subject 
is to know what it teaches con- 
cerning that subject. And there is 
much in the idea of the old Scotch 
woman who said of the difficult 
and learned commentary which 
her pastor gave her: “It is a dif- 
ficult book for one so ignorant 
as I. But the blessed Book throws 
a great deal of light upon its 
meaning.” 

Inside the two Testaments are 
sixty-six divisions which we call 
books. There are thirty-nine such 
divisions in the Old Testament 
and twenty-seven in the New 
Testament. But it is no accident 
that these sixty-six books are 
bound under one cover, for they 
are, after all, just one book. They 
are one in that they are all given 
by inspiration of God. One in that 


they have reference to the same 
end—the salvation of men. ‘They 
all teach a common morality, a 
single way of salvation, and warn 
men of their responsibility to Al- 
mighty God both now and at the 
future judgment. There are of 
necessity difficulties in the Bible, 
but there are no contradictions. 
The nature of the subject matter 
makes mystery inescapable, but 
the content is dependable, and 
whoever will can find herein the 
road he should take. 


Within the scope of this wonder- 
ful Book is practically every form 
of literature known to man. There 
is the historical, like the Book of

All the Bible is inspired. We do 
‘not say the Bible contains the 
‘Word of God. We say it is the Word 
of God. All the Bible is important. 
We do not say it is all of equal im- 
portance, It were folly to say that 
those chapters in First Chronicles 
which are filled with hard names 
are of equal value with John 
three, sixteen, which Martin Lu- 
ther called, “The Little Bible,” 
and which he said wauld yet con- 
tain the message of salvation, if all 
the rest of the Bible were destroy- 
ed. But while all parts are not 
'of equal importance, all are im- 
portant in the interest of a com- 
plete revelation. It is like the hu- 
'man body. No one would claim 
‘that his little finger is just as 
important as his lungs, yet the 
little finger is necessary if one 
is to have a complete body with- 
out mutilation. 

The Bible came to us through 
forty or fifty different human au- 


thors who lived during a period | 


of fourteen or fifteen hundred 
‘years. These men were from vari- 
ous walks of life and possessed 
a variety of capacities, and held 
a wide scope of positions. There 
'were humble men like Amos, the 
|gatherer of sycomore fruit, and 
‘kingly men like David and Solo- 
‘mon. There were priests like 
'Ezekiel, and men of affairs like 
Nehemiah. There were untutored 
fishermen like Peter, and logicians 
and scholars like Paul. The cen- 
turies covered saw many changes 
in the standards of life and cus- 
{toms of men, but when the pro- 
ducts of so many minds and of so 
many centuries are brought to- 
seether they constitute one consis- 
tent whole. All these things testify 
‘to the divine origin of this bless- 
ed Book. 

I think it was Hadley who sug- 
gested that if forty-eight men 
should meet at a given place, each 
man coming from a different state, 
each man unaware that the others 
were coming, and each bringing 
with him a piece of marble, each 
piece of different size and shape 
from any of the others: then, if 
all these pieces of marble plac- 
ed in a heap resulted in a beauti- 
ful and symmetrical pyramid, an 
intelligent observer would say, 
“You cannot fool me. There were 
many hands engaged in this work, 
but one mind planned it. Other- 
wise there would not come out 
this irrefutable evidence of de- 
sign.” 

But our Bible is even more re- 
markable than the _ illustration 
suggests, for its authors were men 
of differing ages and even of dif- 
ferent nationalities, and yet they 
all made their contribution and 
the result was one Book. And sure- 
ly every intelligent man will say, 
“All seripture is given by in- 
spiration of God.”

ery sin you deliberately cling to 
is a mighty power in you making 
for loneliness. There is a tragic 
loneliness in sin.

But the chief unity of the Bible 
grows out of the fact that it 
has but one hero—the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The Bible mentions many 
men. But the men of the Bible are 
important only in their relation- 


‘ship to Jesus. A long roster of 
'names makes interesting reading 


because. all the men in that list 
were progenitors of Jesus on the 
human side. Good men, great men, 
and wise men all become types of 
Jesus and hence occupy a relative 
importance. Even bad men are 
known because they contrast with 
the One who did no sin, neither 
was guile found in His mouth.

The modernists do not win souls 
because they do not believe in 
Hell, and so there is nothing from 
which to save souls. But many 
orthodox pastors and churches do 
not win souls because, though they 
believe there is a Hell, it is only 
an abstract and impersonal belief 
that is not stressed, not preached, 
and not felt. Many of us in our 
heads are fundamentalists, but in 
our hearts are modernists, Where 
Hell is unreal, and where pastors 
argue that there probably is not 
literal fire in Hell, where the 
people never hear sermons on 
judgment or the wrath of God, 
there will be few sinners saved, 
if any. 


II. Not to Feel Deeply Other 
Essential Doctrines Hinders 
Soul Winning 

If a church does not believe in 
the inspiration of the Bible, then 
the warnings thereof will not be 
taken seriously. Soul winners must 
use the Bible. In churches where 
the Bible is not revered, where 
people do not love the Word, soul 
‘winning lags. 

The deity of Christ, His virgin 
birth, His bodily resurrection, His 
miraculous ministry —all these 
must be true or the heart is taken 
out of the Gospel. Jesus Christ was 
all that He claimed to be, all that 
the Bible says He is, and there is 
no point in preaching of Him to 
lost sinners as the only remedy for 
sin, the only mediator between 
God and men unless these are 
true. And unless these great doc- 
trines are felt, unless they are 
strongly preached and _ strongly 
held in the churches, there will 
be little interest in soul winning, 
little burden, little conviction 
about the need to win souls and 
little power for it. 


The doctrines of grace must be 
strongly held if people are to win 
souls. The atoning death of Christ, 
—the fact that He took the sin- 
ner’s place and paid for the sin- 
ner’s sin,—the fact that salvation 
is of grace and not of works, is 
essential to sgul winning. If the 
pastor and people know that they 
are truly saved, saved by grace, 
kept by God’s power, and if they 
know that salvation is free to all 
who believe in Christ, then they 
know enough to win souls. And if 
they deeply feel these tremendous 
facts, then sinners may be made to 
feel them, too. 


Ill. Where the Emphasis Is on
